Public  opinion  to  the  contrary,  I know  that  Flower  Gardens  of 
the  Middle  West  given  the  same  care,  can  he  as  colorful,  as  dis- 
tinctive, as  joy  inspiring,  as  any  of  the  gardens  of  the  Western 
Coast  or  of  the  East.  True  our  materials  must  be  different  from 
either,  but  from  the  list  of  plants  that  will  successfully  withstand 
the  dry  burning  summer  winds  of  the  prairie  country,  and  the 
trying  alternate  freezes  and  thaws  of  our  open  winters,  we  may 
weave  a tapestry  of  such  charm  as  will  catch  and  thrill  the  eye 
of  any  garden  lover. 

I hold  it  to  be  an  axiom  that  the  average  person  feels  the  lure 
of  color  and  flower,  more  keenly  in  the  Spring  than  at  any  other 
season.  No  matter  how  our  interest  may  wane  in  the  hot,  dry, 
months  of  summer — each  spring  brings  a fresh  interest  in  grow- 
ing plants,  and  we  feel  a new  fine  thrill  in  the  opening  of  a gor- 
geous blossom.  Therefore,  plant  perennials  and  Holland  Bulbs, 
and  use  them  generously,  for  only  these  will  give  us  that  color 
symphony  of  early  Spring. 

If  a perennial  has  only  a short  period  of  bloom,  usually  all 
the  more  reason  to  use  it,  for  almost  without  an  exception,  such 
plants  seem  to  condense  all  of  the  energy  of  a whole  year  of 
growth,  in  the  production  of  a few  magnificent  flowers,  that  in 


color,  form,  and  delicacy  of  petalage,  give  us  a picture  so  charm- 
ing that  it  lingers  throughout  the  season  as  a delightful  memory. 
The  finer  Peonies,  Iris,  and  Oriental  Poppies  are  such  plants  and 
without  exception  should  dominate  our  Spring  gardens. 

I have  always  felt,  that  the  greatest  bar  to  the  development 
of  really  beautiful  home  grounds  and  gardens  in  this  section,  was 
the  lack  of  a nursery  that  would  grow  only  the  ornamental  plants 
adapted  to  mid-western  gardens.  The  splendid  nurseries  of  the 
East,  with  their  encyclopedic  catalogs,  bewilder  us  with  the 
wealth  of  flora  they  list;  and  the  failures  we  have  in  attempting 
to  grow  plants,  fine  in  themselves,  but  unsuited  to  our  section, 
result  not  only  in  the  loss  of  time  and  money,  but  what  is  more 
vital,  in  the  dulling  of  the  fine  edge  of  our  garden  enthusiasm, 
and  in  the  convincing  of  some  of  us  that  beautiful  gardens  here 
are  impossible.

PEACHES 


Every  home  orchard  should  contain  a liberal  planting  of  peaches,  especially 
of  the  fine  flavored  sorts  that  are  too  tender  to  stand  shipping.  Unexcelled  as 
a profit  maker  either  for  local  sale  or  shipping,  even  the  commercial  kinds  such 
as  Elberta  are  doubly  delicious,  when  they  can  be  allowed  to  fully  ripen  on 
the  tree  for  home  consumption.  Peaches  begin  to  bear  the  second  or  third  year 
and  give  very  quick  returns.  Most  of  the  peach  orchards  in  the  Middle  West 
have  died  out  of  old  age  and  there  is  now  a great  scarcity.  Plant  18  ft.  to  20  ft. 
apart  each  way.  For  the  Middle  West,  we  recommend  heading  the  trees  quite 
low,  as  this  keeps  the  branches  closer  to  the  ground,  and  the  tree  will  with- 
stand the  summer  winds  when  branches  are  heavy  with  fruit,  to  much  better  ad- 
vantage. Pruning  i/>  to  % of  the  new  growth  each  year  will  increase  the  quality 
and  yield  of  fruit.  There  is  a definite  advantage  in  planting  the  smaller  size 
trees,  if  you  desire  low-heading.

We  find  that  pears  grow  splendidly  on  any  good  soil,  but  in  the  Middle  West,  the 
trees  in  some  varieties  are  inclined  to  blight.  Seemingly  they  do  better  if  allowed  to 
grow  slowly  and  for  this  reason  we  advise  planting  where  they  need  not  be  cultivated 
after  the  first  two  years.  They  are  especially  desirable  for  planting  in  the  lawn  as  shade 
trees  or  in  windbrake  rows  around  the  farm  yard.  On  these  conditions  they  live  and 
bear  splendidly.
